CONVENTION NOTES. 


THE CANVASS. 
A GLOOMY OUTLOOK. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

CINCINNATI, June 13.—The canvass no longer 
depends upon whether Blaine shall be able to 
eat a beefsteak at breakfast to-morrow morning. 
The managers this afternoon telegraphed to 
Washington, urging that Blaine be got out of 
bed if only for an hour, so that the fact might 
+ be announced. All the afternoon and evening 
telegrams have been coming in announcing his 
improvement, until fipally came the 
dispatch purporting to have been written 
by Blaine himself. Whether he 
did write it hag been much doubted in some cir- 
cles here; but ft suffices for the purpose, and 
his complete recovery is assumed with as much 
aggressive confidence as though he had reap- 
peared in his seat in the House. The canvass, 
in short, has passed the question of his health, 
unless, indeed, he bonner a most danger- 
ous relapse, and that fact could neither be con- 
cealed nor denied, and 

THE TREMENDOUS BLAINE RALLY 

had to-night in front of the Burnet House euf- 
ficiently attests the strength of the outside 
popular impression that he is the coming man. 
Summed up, the situation to-night is such that 
Blaine’s nomination must be conceded to be in- 
evitable unless there be a combination of the 
entire field against him, but, as bas 
already been indicated, there are no elements of 
cohesion in the opposing field. The situation in 
this regard is in striking contrast to that in 
1860, when Ohio, Illinois, Pennsylvania, and 
Indiana united on Mr. Lincoln, and defeated the 
Seward clique. That combination was fatal to 
Seward, because it was the combination of 

THE DOUBTFUL STATES, 

upon which depended the final result, and the 
candidate who could carry these States was ac- 
cepted by the Convention, and the certainly 
Republican States did not venture to press 
their candidate upon the party against the 
remonstrances of Ohio, Illinois, Pennsylvania, 
and Indiana. The present condition as indi- 
cated lacks all the elements that might now 
lead to a combination of the doubtful 
States, Indiana, Ohio, and New York. The 
situation is such as bids fair to bring about the 
extraordinary spectacle of the States certainly 
Republican, no matter who be nominated, and 
the Territories, which can do nothing toward 
electing him, and the Southern rotten-borough 
States, which will certainly go Democratic, fore- 
ing a candidate upon the doubtful States for 
whom it is reasonably certain they cannot be 
carried, or at least whose candidacy imperils the 
result in those States and for the whole country. 

The States which will not cast a vote for 
Blaine, and the Territories which cannot cast a 
vote for him, through their machine delegates 
propose to 

FORCE HIM UPON THE PARTY, 
with his partnership with subsidy jobbers and 
his record as an operato: in the stock of subsidy 
roads, and as using his office as Speaker 
to promote railroad jobbing interests as die- 
closed by his own letters which he has never 
dared to surrender. They have been warned 
that his nomination imperils the very existence 
of the party, and that in this emergency it is 
fatal folly to attempt to carry him. It is boot- 
less to urge such considerations upon the 
machine managers, who seem to have 
seized upon tbe control of the 
Convention that assembles to-morrow. 
Without regard to consequences they jean to 
run the Convention and to force this homina- 
tion upon the party, even if it insures the de- 
feat they invite. Foremost among these is our 
own John A. Logan, who is here to manipulate 
the Illinois delegation to aid in forcing upon 
the party 
A CANDIDATE TO BEB DEFEATED, 
who cannot be successfully defended, and whose 
candidacy will cost us Ohio and Indiana in Octo- 
ber. To the protests of the representative Re- 
publicans of these States, men who were Repub- 
licans when he was deliberating whether he 
should fight for the Confederacy or for 
the Union, he insolently makes rejoinder 
announcing his unalterable faith in 
and loyalty to the machine. He 
prefers the destruction of the party to the de- 
struction of the machine. Should the defeat 
which he invites come, let there be inscribed, as 
5 already been suggested, upon a black list 
the name of Logan and his crowd, with under- 
: “These are the assassins of 
Republican y.” 

8 THE —.— OF THE SITUATION 
is so apparent that the oldest and best Repub- 
licans here do not hesitate to speak out boldly 
| against. the machine-polltidans who Seek to 


sink the party by loading Mr. Blaine with his 
Fisher-letters and record as concerned in Pacific 
Railroad operations in Congress upon the party. 
Rockwood Hoar says: Blaine cannot carry 
Massachusetts”; George Jones, editor and 
chief proprietor of that stanch Republican 
organ, the New York says that journal 
cannot support Blaine; the Cincinnati Gazette 
has made similar editorial declaration; the 
leading Republican journals cannot sufficiently 
eat their words to render him any 
effective support. There are now  ac- 
tive measures being taken to consolidate 
the entire anti-Blaine and anti-machine strength 
upon some candidate who does not have to be 
apologized for or defended—whose record does 
not weigh down the party, and who cannot be 
run by the machine. What will come of this 
movement wül soon be known.

IT LOOKS LIKE A SURE THING, 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 
Crxcinnati, O., June 13.—All day Blaine 
stock has been going up, up, up, and is still ris- 
ing. His illness has, for the time being, dis- 
armed criticism. Taking advantage of this, and 


{| availing themselves of the widespread sympathy 


evoked in his behalf, his managers have forced 
the canvass for him with an almost trresistible 
vigor that carries all before it.

CAMBRON'’S COLLAPSE. 

At the meeting of the Pennsylvania delega- 
tion this morning, Don Cameron having die- 
covered, as stated in these dispatches yesterday, 
that he could not make delivery of the vote of 
Pennsylvania, pursuant to his sale to Conkling, 
as the next thing to it he resolved upon holding 
the delegation to Hartranft, and thus prevent- 
ing Blaine’s securing any votes from his native 
State. Accordingly, this morfing Don 
had a resolution introduced at the mect- 
ing of the delegation pledging it as 
aunit to Hartranft, fret, last, and all the time, 
but the Blaine men in the delegatien tacked on 
an amendment providing that, whenever, after 
the first ballot, twenty. members of the delega- 
tion should request it, a meeting of the dele- 
gates should be held to consider whether Hart- 
ranft should be withdrawn. The amendment 
was carried, receiving the votes of forty-fotr out 
of the fifty-eight members of the delegation, which 
is accepted as conclusive that, after the first 
complimentary vote for Hartranft, without re- 
gurd for the wishes and sales of Don Cameron, 
these forty-four delegates will 

CAST THEIR VOTES FOR BLAINE. 
This fact alone, on leaking out, gave an immense 
impetus to the Blaine movement. 

The success of Logan and Ingersoll in whip- 
ping in three of the six anti-Blaine Illinois del- 
egates—two were for Washburne and oné for 
Bristow—strengthened the Blaine 28 
enormously.

THE SITUATION. 
BLAINE IN THE ASCENDENT, MORTON NOWHERE, 
AND CONKLING’S CASE HOPELESS. 
Special Diapatch to The Tribune. 

CrncrnnaTI, June 13.—Among the scattered 
opposition to Bristow the case is simply that 
of acompact, well-organized body of not less 
than 250 delegates, led by shrewd politicians, 
against the factions of favorite sons and impos- 
sible candidates, whose partisans blindly push 
them, trusting that by some succession of ac- 
cidents the favorite sons and impossible-to-be- 
elected candidates may receive the nomination. 
Not one of these favorite sons and impossible 
candidates will be withdrawn from the field 
until the game is up,—in short, not until the 
nomination be made. These are entered before 
the Convention, every man for himself, and the 
devil is left to take the hindmost, so that there 
is no prospect of their union upon any candidate 
asagainst Blaine. The result is that against 
the lesser factions Blaine’s forces lead the field 
by many lengths. They make inroads upon the 
ranks of each of the favorite sons and impossi- 
ble candidates. Each accession to the Blaine 
forces gives renewed impetus to their move- 
ment, and leaves the factions of the rival candi- 
dates more than ever bewildered. Thus it has 
been quite apparent for the last forty-eight 
hours that , 

MORTON HAS NOT THE SHADOW OF A CHANCE 
of the nomination. He gave up the ghost po- 
litically when his Southern adherents set about 
bartering with Conkling and with Blaine for 
their votes; yet, with no reliable following but 
that of the Indiana delegation, the Morton 
managers persist in declaring that Morton is 
their first, last, and only choice, and that they 
will die With Morton. The Conkling managers 
have had more reason for keeping up the contest. 
It has, however, been simply a machine contest 
by machine methods from first to last. Noth- 
ing is clearer than that last night the tide 
turned against them, and that the narrowing 
down of the contest to Conkling and Blaine, 
about which they have talked, means simply the 
nomination of Blaine by an immense major- 
ity. As soon as the contest is so narrowed 
down, all the Federal patronage, and all the 
corruption-fund at their patronage could not 
avert it. A contest narrowed down to Conkling 
and Blaine is, in fact, as the Conkling manage 
well know, impossible, for . 

ALL THE FORCE CONKLING CAN RALLY 
is altogether too insignificant to be able in any 
sense to enter into a contest with Blaine. As well 
might a sparrow try to get up a contest with an 
eagle. But the Conkling men hervically declare 
they will nail their colors to the mast and go 
down with the ship. That, in fact, is the last 
thing they contemplate. They are Roscoe’s pro- 
teges and appointees in the New York Custom- 
House and Post-Office; they are for him so long 
as there is even a forlorn hope of securing the 
nomination; then they will be for whom it will 
pay for them to go over to. Perhaps Roscoe 
could transfer them, and perhaps he couldn’t. 
Certain it is that he couldn’t transfer them to 
“any candidate who wasn’t certain of the nomina- 
tion. Equally certain is it that they can only 
be transferred to amachine candidate, and that, 
without waiting to be transferred, they will 

FLOP TO THE WINNING SIDE 

on their own account, as soon as ft 
to be apparent which is the winning side. In- 
stead of sharing in Conkling’s personal hostility 
to Blaine, they would more naturally gravitate 
to him than any one else when Conkling is 
withdrawn. 

When that time comes they are very liable to 
follow the example which the Pennsylvania der- 
egation will set, of going over to Blaine.

MICHIGAN AND TENNESSEE. 

The Tennesse delegation did not hold its 
meeting until this evening. Three different 
times an effort was “made to have a ballot for 
President, and thrice it failed. It is ascer- 
tained, however, that there will be ten or eleven 
votes for Bristow, about as many for Morton, 
and the remainder, not a very large number, 
for Blaine. 

The Michigan delegation held an informal 
meeting, at which they half resolved that, since 
they could not unite on a first choice, they 
would on second.

THE EVENING

BLAINE’S GAINS. 
To the Western Associated Press. 

CINCINNATI, June 18.—As soon as breakfast 
was over this morning the politicians from the 
other hotels began crowding the halls of the 
Burnet, which has from the start been the head- 
quarters of Blaine’s friends. The difference in 
their feelings between last night and this morn- 
ing was marked. Their words were similar, 
but their countenances were changed. There 
was a general assurance of confidence in the 
nomination of Blaine on the third or fourth bal- 
lot. In order that works might accompany 
faith, they labored assiduously during the 
morning hours trying to unify some of 
the more important delegations. The 
one which was hammered at hardest 
was Illinois.

This re- 
sult not being deemed sat „Senator 
Logan made a speech, in which, after denying 
any attempt on his part to coerce any delegates, 
Blaine, sluce he was the cnoice of the people of 
Illinois, he urged the delegates to give weight 
to their action by making it harmonious and 
unanimous. The men who had sought to de- 
stroy the Union by arms were united to kill off 
the men who had saved that Union. 

He was followed by Col. Robert Ingersoll, of 
Peoria, who made an eloquent and effective plea 
in behalf of his personal friend, Mr. Blaine. He 
took the position which others are assuming 
that Mr. Blaine was the man wounded by the 
enemy while in the service of the Republican 
party, and for that party to desert him now 
would be an act of treachery which would damn 
it forever.

The resolution introduced into the Com- 
mon Council looking to the expulsion of 
Ald.

He stood his trial promptly, 
met all the evidence the Government could 
bring against him, including Acting-Mayor 
Corvin's spiteful and irrelevant testimony, 
and the, jury merely found him guilty of 
negligence, but acquitted him of all corrupt 
connection with the Ring, to which Hu- 
preta has confessed he belonged. In view 
of the fact that Ovizenton was a Gauger 
only three montha, and that it took the Gov- 
ernment eight months to ferret out the 
frands of the Ring, it is not very surprising 
that he did not discover them. OvLiznron 
stands acquitted before the community, 
while Hirparra is a confessed whigky-thief, 
and should be at once kicked out of public 
service for all time. 


THE CONVENTION. 

The health of Mr. Branre has been so:far 
restored that he was able yesterday to indite 
a telegram to his friends in Cincinnati, an- 
nouncing his own convalescence, and thank- 
ing them for their labors in his behalf. The 
result was an immense increase in the en- 
thusiagm for BAN. The Pennsylvania com- 
bination between Cameron and ConkELING has 
broken down, the large majority of the dele- 
gates refusing to vote for ConKLING and declar- 
ing their purpose to vote for Bak. This 
almost unexpected accession of such a large 
number of votes has practically determined 
the result, and, unless some unforeseen acci- 
dent happens, it is probable that Mr. Brame 
will be nominated upon the second ballot. 
It is very likely that Gov. Hares will be 
selected as candidate for Vice-President on 
the Brianve ticket. 

Mr. Morton appears to be hopelessly 
beaten, though his friends maintain an ap- 
pearance of faith that he is holding his own. 
This can hardly be possible, even so far as 
the first ballot is concerned, which will be a 
formal ballot; while, if a second ballot 
should be necessary, he can only count with 
certainty upon the unyielding support of 
Indiana, as the anxiety to be onthe win- 
ning side will shake the loyalty of all but 
his own State. The ConxLine men refuse 
to admit that their candidate is beaten, but 
they practically admit as much when they ad- 
mit that the contest has narrowed down to 
Bram and Comino. With the eontest 
thus narrowed down, the result hardly ad- 
mits of a doubt, Bax being far the strong- 
er man before the Convention, as he unques- 
tionably is before the people.

THE CANDIDATES AT CINCINNATI. 

The seemingly irreconcilable division at 
Cincinnati between the friends of Conx.1xa, 
Morton, Bram, and Bristow leads many 
persons to the impression that in the end 
some other candidate who has in no way 
participdted in this struggle between the 
rivals will be the nominee. Of these pos- 
sible candidates there are several, but the 
most conspicuously presented to the Con- 
vention are Hares, represented by the 44 
votes of Ohio, and Harrranrt, represented 
by the 58 votes of Pennsylvania. By gpecial 
instructions, these 102 votes are withheld 
from distribution among the other candi- 
dates. It is because of this that all calcu- 
lations and estimates are made “ after the 
first ballot.” It is claimed, however, that 
an arrangement has been made whereby the 
vote of Pennsylvania is to be changed from 
HartTranrr to Conxuiina, after which Harr- 
nanrt will be heard of no more. But the 
Haves vote is of a more permanent quality. 
It is not a commercial commodity. It cannot 
be sold out or exchanged. It isa vote repre- 
senting one of the great battle-flelds of the 
election. The result of the election in Ohio 
depends largely upon the candidate who may 
be named, The Republicans of Ohio do not 
want Conxiina, nor do they want Morrow. 
Bran, if in his wonted health and mental 
vigor, would be leas objectionable, With 
Birxstow, Ohio would be contented, and in 
case Dntsrow at any time should develop a 
strength whore the vote of Ohio could turn 
the balance in his favor, it is likely he would 
got the whole vote of that State, In the 
meantime the vote of Ohio will continue to 
be polled for Harrs. 

The whole aspect of things in the Conven- 
tion will be changed should there be any 
alarming intelligence concerning Mr. BLAxx's 
health. Unless his recovery be established 
as certain, his illness will continue to have 
some influence on the action of the Conven. 
tion. 

There is a somewhat bitter antagonism—a 
vindictive feeling—onthe part of a portion 
of the Western friends of Barve and Coxx- 
tine towards Barstow, and this feeling will 
prevent them from uniting at any time to 
nominate the Kentuckian. Should Bram 
prove unable to be nominated, or should he, 
because of the precarious condition of his 
bealth, be withdrawn, then his vote will be 
divided, and where will it it go? Asa rule, 
BLalxz's friends are opposed to ConxkLine ; 
a portion of them may go to Monrox, a 
small portion to Bristow; but the bulk of 
them will naturally seek another and a new 
man. So, when Conxiinc or Morton be 
abandoned, the bulk of their friends will 
prefer a new man to either of the rival can- 
didates, and even when Buisrow's friends 
find it necessary to secure a choice to elect a 
satisfactory candidate, they will as a body 
seek a new man in preference to Bram, 


| Morton, or Conz.rna. 


Who shall this new man be—who, being free 
of all participation in past personal struggles, 
is not involved in the present angry contro- 
versies ? Who is it that will be equally accept- 
able to the Reformers and to the adherents of 
Buarnz, Conxiino, and Morton? Prominent 
is Gen. Harm, to whom are pledged the 
forty-four votes of Ohio, and who ts consid- 
ered to all the other candidates 
for the second place on the ticket. Another 
person named is the Hon. Wiis A. 
Warn, of New York, an eminent member 
of Congress from the old SAS Waiaar dis- 
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trict in New York, who, however, will hardly 
develop into a candidate until there is a gen- 
eral breakdown of those at present promi- 
nently named. A third person named is Mr. 
Etund B. Wasusvrne, who is now in Paris. 
This gentleman, should there be occasion for 
his name to be presented, will be personally 
unobjectionable to a large body of West- 
ern Buarrze men, to all New England 
and to the Southwestern people. To 
Ohio he would be especially acceptable, 
as his nomination would secure the undivided 
vote of the German population, i 
success in Ohio beyond all doubt. If a choice 
be made outside of BTLaxx, Barstow, Conz- 
Lino, and Morrow, it will in all probability 
be either Hayes, Wasusunne, or WHEELER. 
Mr. Hares is a gentleman of most ta- 
ble talents, and of irreproachable ch : 
a clear-headed man of sound principles, a 
brave soldier, and undoubted Republican. 
He would command the average Republican 
vote in all the States of the Union, and would 
carry Ohio. Mr. WII is a man of ex- 
perience and ability, asound Republican, to 
whom the country owes the admirable ar- 
rangement by which peace was given to 
Louisiana. He, too, though comparatively 
unknown, would command the general Re- 
publican vote, would strengthen the party in 
New York, even though he may not be as 
strong as Hayes in Ohio. Mr. Wasupuane 
is known to the whole country. As a Repub- 
lican he would be as strong in New England 
and New York as any other candidate, while 
in Ohio he would be invincible, * 

The Convention will meet to-day. It is 
not likely that business will have so far 
progressed that balloting can be begun before 
Thursday at noon, Dy that time the pres- 
ent and probable future state of Mr, 
Bram health will be definitely ascertain. 
ed. If he shall have sufficiently recovered 
to give promise of renewed physical vigor 
he may be nominated before Thursday 
night, though this is but a speculation which 
may be changed by the constantly-recurring 
The 
present indications are that all the anti- 
Coxuimo vote will unite on Biarnz. 

THE CHARTER OF 1875. 

If the petition introduced into the Com- 
mon Council Monday evening asking that 
the charter of 1875 be submitted to the peo- 
ple has 10,000 dona fide signatures of legal 
voters—being more than one-eighth of all 
the legal voters of the city—then the Coun- 
cil can exercise no discretion in the matter, 
but is required by law to submit within 
twenty days the question whether Chicago 
shall reorganize under such charter or not. 
The movement for the submission of the 
new charter is certainly ill-timed, adding, 
as it does, another complication to the un- 
settled condition ef municipal affairs, and 
the assumption that the petition has been 
secured at the instance of Mr. Convry and 
his friends will prejudice a good ‘many peo- 
ple against it who would ordinarily favor its 
adoption. There is little doubt that the 
purpose in bringing it forward now is to 
legislate the new Council out of office next 
fall, one-half of which would otherwise 
serve until next spring and the other half 
untila year from next spring. But we are 
confident, if the charter be adopted, that the 
bummer element can again be defeated in 
their hope of electing a Council of the old 
sort, and that all the good men in the 
present Council can easily be re-elected 
if they will consent to be candidates. In 
any event, one branch of the City Council, 
being chosen by the city at large under the 
charter of 1875, would be composed of good 
men, and would have the power to defeat 
vicious legislation. With the probability, 
then, that the purpose of the bummer ele- 
ment may be defeated, the merits of the 
charter of 1875, if submitted, should com- 
mend themselves to the people now as much 
as they did when the charter was at first de- 
visei, but practically defeated by stuffing the 
ballot-boxes in favor of the present charter 
of 1872. 

The charter of 1875 may be submitted and 
adopted without holding any more elections 
than are already provided for. The Council 
has called a special election for Mayor on 
July 12; the charter may be submitted on 
the same day without material increase of 
expense. The law requires only twenty 
days’ notice, and if the date be fixed for 
July 12 at the next Council meeting, which 
is to be held Friday afternoon, there will be 
an intervention of twenty-six days. Public 
economy and the interests of the city (in 
view of the necessity of submitting the 
question in any case) suggest the adoption of 
this programme. If, then, the charter be 
adopted by a majority of the voters, it 
provides that the existing charter and 
officers shall continue in authority until 
the regular election day in November, when 
an entire new set of officers will be elected 
and the new charter will go into effect. The 
Council having declared the office of Mayor 
vacant, and as the vacancy will be filled the 
12th of July by popular election, the Mayor 
chosen at that time will be the lawful Mayor 
of the city till the regular fall election, and 
Mr. Oorvrw will have to stop aside the same 
as if the charter of 1875 were not adopted. 

The most conspicuous advantage of the 
charter of 1875 is that it limita the rate of 
city taxation to 14 per cent on the assessed 
valuation of the property. This is on the 
State assessment, which is the only assess. 
ment made under the present Revenue law. 
The tax4evy of 1875 was about $5,000,000, 
and amounted to a small fraction less than 
3 per cent on the assessed valuation of the 
property, or nearly double the amount au- 
thorized by the charter of 1875. Itis proba- 
ble that, with the natural increase of the 
State assessment, the city could levy a gross 
tax of $3,000,000 for the current annual ex- 
penditures and keep within the lawful limit 
of 1} percent. Thgre is a very general im- 
pression that the City Government can be 
adequately maintained for that sum, but it 
will be almost impossible to prevail upon 
even the best of Councils to bring themselves 
„n to that limit unless they are con- 

strained thereto by law. This provision of 
the charter of 1875 will, therefore, attract to 
it the support and votes of a large proportion 
of the tax-payers. 

The proposed charter has other distinctive 
merits which should commend it to the peo- 
ple of Chicago in preference to the existing 
charter, which was framed more with a view 
to the smaller cities and towns than in keep- 
ing with the necessities of a large and metro- 
politan community. One of these is the 
abolition of the various Boards, and concen- 
tration of authority in the individual heads 
of departments, subordinate and accountable 
to the Mayor. It provides that the Comp- 
troller, Corporation Counsel, City Attorney, 
Commissioner of Public Works, Commission- 
er of Health, Fire Commissioner, and Police 
Commissioner, shall compose the ‘‘ Mayor's 
Cabinet; that they shall meet for consulta- 
tion at least once a week, and oftener when 
called by the Mayor or any two members of 
the Cabinet ; that all contracts exceeding the 


sum of $5 shall be approved by a majority 


of this Cabinet in a public vote of yeas and 
nays, restricting the award to the lowest re- 
sponsible bidder who shall furnish satisfac- 
tory bonds for the performance of the work. 
Great sawing and reform in the public con- 
tract work are expected from this plan. 

Another and still more desirable improve- 
ment is the provision for two branches in 
the Common Council, the organization of 
which is modeled after the national system. 
The Board of Councillors or Upper 
House is to consist of fifteen members to 
be elected on the general city ticket for four 
years, seven at one general election and 
eight at the next, except that the entire 
Board is elected at the first general election 
under the new charter. This Board concurs 
or non-concurs in the appointments of the 
Mayor, and has a negative vote on the ordi- 
nancesof the other Board. This provides a 
permanent check upon hasty and corrupt 
city legislation ; and, as the Board of Coun- 
cillors are elected by the city at large, it is 
probable that both parties will always put 
their best men forward to strengthen their 
tickets. The Board of Aldermen consists of 
three members from each ward, which would 
be fifty-four in all, to be elected every two 
years. The number was fixed at three so as 
to make the principle of minority repre- 
sentation operative, in case it shall also be 
adopted when submitted separately, but 
at the same time as the charter; in 
that case every voter may cumulate 
or distribute ashe pleases his votes among 
the candidates for the Board of Councillors 
and among the candidates for Alderman in 
his own ward. All appropriation bills and 
ordinances originate with the Board of Al- 
dermen, but the Board of Councillors have 
the same privilege of amending, concurring, 
and negativing as in other legislation. 

The Mayor and Council have relatively 
much the same powers as at present with 


the aid of the Mayor's bill, except that the 


confirmation or rejection of appointments is 
intrusted to the Board of Councillors alone, 
The officers elected by the votes are the 
Mayor, City Treasurer, City Attorney, and 
Commissioner of Health, each for two years; 
other city officers are appointed by the 
Mayor, with the consent of a majority of the 
Councillogs, and subject to removal at any 
time, except when two-thirds of the Council 
refuse to concur in such removal. No salary 
can be fixed at a higher rate than $5,000 per 
annum. No person is eligible to the office 
of Mayor more than once in four years, and 
no member of the Mayor’s Cabinet is eligible 
to the office of Mayor until two years after 
he shall have ceased to be such member. 
These are the most striking features of the 
charter of 1875, which the Council is now 
required to submit, and which, to save cost 
and trouble, should be submitted on the 
same day as the special election to fill the 
vacancy in the Mayor’s office. The charter 
was carefully studied and elaborated ex- 
pressly with a view to Chicago's necessities ; 
and, though we regret that there has been a 
call for its submittal at this time, its merits 
commend it to adoption.

CHICAGO AS A SUMMER RESORT. 

The return of the summer months, with 
their product of green trees, warbling birds, 
asparagus, strawberries, balmy breezes, 
grasshoppers, picnics, afid new potatoes, 
once more suggests the propriety of urging 
upon the people of this country the peculiar 
and unique claims of Chicago as a place of 
summer resort. While Boston is baking, 
New York boiling, Philadelphia broiling, 
Washington simmering, and Cincinnati, Mil- 
waukee, Louisville, St. Louis, and other 
suburbs of Chicago frying, the people of this 
city are enjoying cool breezes, refreghing 
rains, green fields, a grateful sun, and balmy 
air—winds from the north and east tempered 
by the the coolness of the Lake, and from 
the south and west, bearing to us fragment 
hints of the grass, flowers, wheat and corn 
of the prairies. - 

There are many reasons why people af- 
flicted with the heat, and dust, and general 


‘depression of other cities, should come here, 


and the principal one is that there is no 
heat, or dust, or general depression here, 
but, on the other hand, coolness, cleanness, 
and wide-awake activity. A man accu tomed 
to the broiling sun-rays of New York, re- 
flected in hot streams from the high build- 
ings that wall up its narrow streets, can 
rejoice in the cool breezes that sweep 
through our broad, straight thoroughfares. 
A Philadelphian, who is blinded with dust 
all summer and breathes more street-sweep- 
ings than he does oxygen, can come here and 
keep his eyes clear and his face clean, and 
have the satisfaction of walking upon side- 
walks and riding upon pavements that are 
kept as nicely as a good housewife keeps her 
floors, The Cincinnatian, blackened arid be- 
grimed with coal-smoke, can wear white linen 
here and eat spring chickens not peppered 
with soot. The St. Louisan, weighed down 
and depressed with the ennui and dullness 
of his city, and sick of doing business with 
the pawnbroker and the auctioneer, can re- 
juvenate himself in our robust activity, and 
atill return in time to got his name into the 
Directory. 

There aro many special attractions 
in which Chicago excels Saratoga, 
Long Branch, Newport, the Thousand Isles, 
and other humanity-pens. First, we have 
the best water in the world, pure, limpid, 
cool, and sparkling, and plenty of it. The 
reservoir ig inexhaustible. It does not come 
from a shallow, stagnant pond, full of lily- 
pods, bullfrogs, pollywogs, newts, turtles, 
and noxious vegetations, but from the great 
inland sea two miles away from human life, 
deep enough to sink a man-of-war out of 
sight, never riled or polluted from the bot- 
tom, even by hurricanes. This water tempers 
all the breezes that blow over it, so that they 
envelop the whole, city with coolness 
and purity, bracing and strengthening 
its people through the day, and giving them 
calm, refreshing sleep at night. It furnishes 
bass, piekerel, trout, and whitefish, which 
are harder, firmer, and sweeter than other 
fish that do not swim in such deep, cold 
waters. Its broad expanse furnishes an un- 
rivaled sailing ground, where one may have 
the inspiriting, bracing feeling of ocean nav- 
igationand sail out of sight of land. It 
affords the eye an endless succession of 
waterscapes, never alike on two successive 
days, with all the placid beauty of a river in 
calm and the majestic grandeur of the ocean 
in storm, and on sunshiny days flecked with 
flying parti-colored shadows, like those that 
makes the Swiss lakes so famous for their 
beauty, giving sunrises like those that 
CLaups painted and moonrises like those of 
Ton mn. So much for its water. 

Second, no city in this country, perhaps 
no city in the world, possesses so many and 
such fine hotels. They are not great wooden 
caravansaries in which human beings are 
packed away like sardines in a box, into 
6-by-4 sweltering dens, like the great barns 
of Saratoga and Newport. They are not 
fire-traps, as the inspectors have pronounced 
the hotels of New York to be. They are not 
coal-emoky or greasy like the Cincinnati 


hotels. They are not deserted and lonesome 
like the St. Louis hotels. They are spacious, 
roomy, cheerful, elegant, convenient, and 
comfortable. All that art can do to make 
them attractive has been done. Their tables 
fire supplied with the: products of 
the Far West, the North, and the 
South, and all the delicacies of the East, 
brought here in a day or two by rail 
and steamer. Their hospitality is dispensed 
by hospitable men, who have sympatifies for 
the human race, and by clerks who are not 
paid to keep up a diamond-shirt front, talk 
slang, and part their hair in the middle. 
Third, we have drives which are un- 
equaled. The visitor, if he likes a water- 
side drive, can take the beach-road skirting 
Lincoln Park, or, if he prefers to go inland, 
may traverse the South Park and Drexel 
Boulevards, surrounded with trees, flowers, 
and shrubs, through miles of gardens, with 
a magnificent outlook stretching as far as 
the eye can see, and gay with crowds of 
handsome equipages, untroubled with dust, 
and breathing the purest air in the world. 
These are some of the principal features of 
the city that make it the great place of sum- 
mer resort, There are many minor features, 
such as the busy streets, the elegant blocks of 
business and palatial residences, the unusual 
facilities of railroad, steamboat, and tele- 
graph, the best newspapers and prettiest 
women in the country, the activity of busi- 
ness as compared wi h less-favored places, 
the Locum Tenens, the elegant churches and 
famous ministers, the fine shooting and fish- 
ing within a few hours’ drive of the city, the 
well-stocked markets, the handsome theatres, 
and the thousand-and-one other attractions 
we have not the space to enumerate. Per- 
haps one of the best proofs of our advan- 
tages as a place of summer resort is the 
crowds of strangers already in the city. 


THE MANIA FOR ECONOMY. 

Without trenching upon the philosophy of 
the panic and the resulting hard times, no 
observing person can doubt that a large part 
of the present commercial and socf&l distress 
is owing to a certain mania for economy 
which seems to have fastened most upon 
those who are suffering the least. This gen- 
eral observation does not apply to the ob- 
vious necessity for retrenchment in public 
expenditures for various reasons. The ex- 
penditure of the people’s money is always 
relatively greater than individual adminis- 
tration of private property, and for many 
years past there has been an amount of ex- 
travagance, wastage, and plunder which 
public welfare would require to be changed, 
no matter how prosperous the community. 
But there is undoubtedly a vast amount 
of hypocrisy and meanness in the restraint 
which many persons are putting on their own 
individual expenditures, and the continuation 
of the hard times is largely attributable 
to the contagion for hoarding rather than 
retrenchment. Reference is not made to 
those people whose necessities, from a depre- 
ciation of property, loss in business, and a 
failure of actual income, force them to econo- 
mize, nor to those who, having lived beyond 
their means and experienced the discomfort 
and chagrin consequent upon it, havé deter- 
mined to do so m longer. The particular 
class at fault is made up of those who earn 
as much money now as before the panic, and 
those whose share of worldly goods is still 
largely in excess of the average well-to-do 
man, but who have taken advantage of the 
general depression to stint themselves and 
their families, and impress upon everybody 
with whom they come in contact that there 
is an impending calamity worse than any- 
thing that has happened heretofore. 

The atmosphere is positively blue from 
the exhalations of these morbid and sniffling 
croakers. They protrude their pretended 
poverty on all sides, while they have money 
lying idle inthe bank, continue to make 
regular annual profits, and never. forget to 
cut off the coupons from their ds as the 
interest comes due. Stinginess ng these 
people has assumed microscopi@meanness. 
Nor are they content with hoarding their 
Own means and resources at the expense of 
depriving themselves of all gratification of 
their wants, but all their conversation is im-

But we would advise 
everybody to satisfy their ordinary wants 
when they have the means to do so, and 
live upon their resources as liberally as they 
would have done had there been no panic ;

“the poor-house increases with their accumu- 
lations, are now proper subjects for scoff and

LETTER FROM MR. YOUNG, OF THE LIVING 
STONIAN MISSION. 

The following letter from Mr. E. D. Young, R. 
N., to the Foreign Mission Committee Jf the Free 
Church of Scotland, has been just received by Dr. 
Murray Mitchell: 

LaKE Nyassa, Feb. 18, 1876.—I hare the honor 
and very great pleasure of reporting favorably of 
our mission for the information of the Committee. 
If I remember right, I informed you of our safe ar- 
rival here, and of the place where we have settled, 
near Cape Maclear. Since then nothing has hap- 

ned to mar the poe of the mission. We 

ave made enemies of no one, and friends of all. 
But I must begin by telling you that we succeeded 
in * safely housed fore the rains n, 
and the whole of the party are in d health. 
Some have had slight attacks of fever, but 
soon got over it. I myself suffered rather 
severely after the excitement of the journey 
was over, and I thought I should have 
been obliged to return home at once; but our 
Heavenly Father thought fit to restore me to health 
n, and to work on, I trust, for his glory and for 

the good of these r down-trodden people. After 
the goods were stored here and we were housed, 
and everything was in perfect safety, I took four 
of our party in December and went round the lake 
to let the people know of our arrival, and to see 
what the country, etc., was like. We found that 
our arrival was known far and wide, and that the 
Arabe were so terrified ghat no slaves were con- 
veyed across for a whole month. The common 
people are rejoiced that we are come; but the r, 
miserable, blood-thirsty slave-drivers tremble at 
our very presence. We found the lake to be much 
larger than Dr. Livingstone thought. The north 
end extends to 9 degrees 20 minutes south latitude, 
and the lake has a coast of about 800 miles. There 
are many delightful spots and several nice islands; 
at the northeast end there is a range of mountains 
extending for 100 miles, and ranging from 10,000 
feet to 12,000 feet above the lake. The water is 
vere deep; at several sage» we could not get bottom 
with 100 fathoms of line within the same distance 


on 
of powerful chiefs, with their people centred round 
them, who combine with the Arabs and capture 
slaves to the west inland from the lake. There are 
five dhows which carry slaves ac not less, from 
all lean gather, than 15, or 20,000 a year. 
When we were at one beautiful spot, walking over 
bleached skeletons with Dr. Laws, Icould not help 
thinking and exclaiming, ‘* Surely the devil has 
had possession of this land long enough. Kota Kota 
is the principal place for Arabs and slaves. I went 
there, and although there were more than 100 
Arabs and three dhows, yet they were so terrified 
atthe sight of asteamer there that they quickly 
asked Dr. Laws what I intended doing witn their 
vessels; #0 you will see that they are quite awére 
that we can command the lake. I have strictly 
complied with pens inetractions, and have not in- 
terfered with the slave trade, but I hope to do so 
some day, and don't think there is one of the gen- 
tlemen on the Committee, or in Scotland! may say, 
if he had seen the heartrending and revolting scenes 
that I have, but would like to do the same. At the 
nearest village to us, about 2 miles off, it was the 
practice before our arrival for the chief, M. Pon 
when the Arabs came to him, to send an arm 
band and take as many of the women and children 
as he required, and sell them as slaves for 12 yards 
of calico each. It is not so now. The Arabs are 
afraid to come near, and the poor natives feel se- 
cure and worship the very name of an Englishman; 
and I firmly believe that even our very presence 
here is doing much . God grant it may con- 
tinue to do so! I have inquired of every chief 
we have met with why he sells people. It is al- 
ways the same tale. We mast, or we cannot get 
calico to wear. Now, my dear sir, just fancy t 
a dozen Englishmen with a few bales of calico 
could prevent thousands of poor creatures being 
slaughtered every year. If any one says, Whois 
to do it? tell them that I will, and am now only 
— for the word of command to clear this 
beautiful country of these murderers. It is only 
this week that some AjanaChiefs living near Mago- 
mero, where the Universitics’ Mission was, sent 
messengers to me to ask me to meet them, as they 
wished to tell me how Portuguese agents from 
Quillimane are sent to make war with them to 
capture slaves, which are sold there for 20 yards of 
calico each, or a little powder or guns. I am going 
to meet them next week, to see What can be done, 
although it is a long way to travel. My 14 
reason for ing s that some of the Chiefs are 
blaming English instead of the Portuguese for sup- 
plying guns and powder to slavers, and, as the 
are living in the line of our communication wit 
the coast, I wish toshow myself and put matters 
right.

Still Another Account of the Assassinations. 
>

by an English lady, of the tragedy 1 
On the 3d of May a Bulgarian girl, about 19 
years ald. Stephana by name, w while taking 
water from the fountain, carried of from the vil- 
lage of Bogdantza by some Turks. The girl was 
taken to a Turkish house and remained there 
three days. On the 6th of May, accom- 
panied by one of her ravishers and two 
negresses, she was ked off to the station of 
Karasuli, a distance of 16 miles. At Karasuli 
she and her party were put into the train. A few 
minutes before stirting, the mother, an aged 
ye 3 (aby 12 fatigue, sorrow, and 
espair, also made her appearance in search of her 
mies Gongier, and, catching a glimpse of her 
already seated in the train, she sank at the feet of 
some of the railway employes, related her sad 
story, and implored their assistance to redeem her 
daughter. The warm hearts of some of the young 
men were moved by her sad tale, and the touching 
scene that followed between mother and daughter 
who fell into each other's arms in sorrow and 
istress), and they me oy themselves to 
re all t assistance they 
could. The girl's Ete y at the next station

was joined by Emin endi, one of the richest 
and most influential Beys of Salonica. It was by 
his contrivance that the girl was snatched from her 
home in order to satisfy his evil intentions towards 
her. Lam sorry to say the previous reputed light 
conduct of this girl, and her predisposition to 
associate with the Turks, must, to a great extent, 
have encouraged the outage: According to her 
version, the three days under a Turkish rvof 
before she started for Salonica were employed on 
the part of her possessors in threats a romises 
of a nature to persuade her to abjere her faith and 
consent to * Mahomedanism. She assumed 
the Turkish dress before starting for Salonica, 
where she is supposed to e been conveyed in 
order to profess the Maljomedan religion before 
the Turkish local authorifies. 

This event unfortungtely happened on St. 
George's Day, and the station, which is one of the 
few promenades of Salonica, was crowded by 
promenaders of all nationalities. On the arrival 
of the traina new scene followed. The mother 
once more raised her trembling voice end appealed 
to her co-religionists to rescue her daughter, while 
the Turks and the two negresses accompanying the 
girl called for help and protection to their own 

eople. At that moment both parties appeared to 

animated by the same feeling, which was the 


ae ape se of the girl. Some guards and other 
‘urks standing by answered the call and gathered 
round her. The Christians did the same, and a 
squabble ensued. The Christians, being more 
numerous, overpowered the guards and took - 
session of the girl. She was soon stripped ef her 
feredge (cloak) and her hmak (veil) torn off her 
face, and she was forced inte the American Consul's 
carriage. The American Consul had left Salonica on 
the of May in com y of the Greek Consul and 
another friend, Mr. Mavrocordato, from Athens. 
They had proceeded to Bodena, where they were 
to make a stay of four days. On starting on this 
expedition he had left orders to his coachman to be 
at the station to receive themon Friday, but an 
indisposition having forced him to keep his bed 
the whole of that day, he was obliged to pone 
his departure and return in the evening of the fol- 
lowing day. Mr. Lazzaro’s brother, r. Nicolas 
Lazzaro, at the time the girl was brought into the 
house was abeent as well as his mother. On his 
return home late in the evening he found the girl 
had already been some time in the house, begging 
Mrs. Lazzaro fora suit of clothes, a that 
she could no longer wear the rkish 
robes. Her uest was granted, and she 
was, moreover, allowed to stop the night there, tn 
company with her mother, whoslept with her in 
the same room. Next morning Mr. Nicolas Laz- 
zaro, in the absence of his brother, the Consul, 
not knowing exactly how to act with regard to this 
unexpected goes, gave orders that she should be 
gent out of the house. She left, and shortly after, 
— — Effendi, accompanied another 
fanctionary of the Porte, led on Mr. Nicolas 
Lazzaro, and requested him to give up the girl. 
Mr. Nicolas Lazzaro said the girl was no longer in 
the house, and that he could give no information 
asto where she was. pipes immediately after 
Petropoulos Effendi left the American Consulate, 
Mr. Nicolas Lazzato, having no reason further to 
occupy himeelf with this affair, also left the house, 
and proceeded down to the European quarter, 
where he had been — te stand god - 
father to the child of one of his ac- 
quaintances.

ACADEMY OF SCIENCES. 
REGULAR MONTHLY MEETING. 

The Chicago Academy of Sciences held its regular 
monghly meeting last evening at No. 263 Wabash 
avenue. The attendance was very light. 

Mr. C. W. Blatchford presided, and Mr. W. 
Bridge acted ae Secretary. A namber of fossils, 
minerals, and reporte which were received during 
the month of May as gifts from members and 
others to the museum and library were duly 
acknowle Among the gifts was a live 
tarantula from Aspinwall, which arrived upon a 
lot of bananas, and was the gift of Mr. Buck. of 
Buck & Raynor. 

Mr. Blatchford stated that he had received letters 
from three foreign Academies of Sciences, among 
them one in Brazil, from which they expected to 
hear good results and receive valuable specimens.

Prof. C. Gilbert Wheeler gave an exhibition of 
minerals and fossils from South America, amo 
which was a specimen of quartz with liquid fuid 
cavities from Uruguay; actite, or carbonate of 
copper, from Chili; native sulphate of copper; 
graphite specimens’ from Uruguay, where the 
speaker stated there was a tract of pu 

raphite 30 miles aquare ; a foxai 

oly pte being part ef a toothless animal of the 
mammalia family, found on the River Platte, 
near L tuguay. 

Mr. Wheeler made areport of the progress of 
ecience in South America, and stated that a num- 
ber of academies were in successful operation 
there. Am those he mentioned were those of 
Lima, San Jago, Buenos Ayres, Cordova, and the 
Argentine Republic, where E. A. Gould, an Amer- 
ican, was in of the observatory connected 
with the University there. Healeo said that ail 
the academies were conducted by foreigners. 

Gov. Brose made a brief statement of the scien- 
tific products on exhibition at Philadelphia, and 
eaid that at the Government Building the Smithso- 
nian Institute had arranged a at deal, some of 
which might be passed withont knowing, though 
worth study and attention. At one place were ex- 
hibited the native cereals, while above them the 
insects which destroyed them. Also a fall history 
of our Indians; an exhibition of their weapons, 
dress, etc., ar ed in a scientific manner; also 
specimens of minerals from our States and Territo- 
ries; a history of our progression from 1530 to the 
present time, by exhibitions of the census taken 
at various periods, showing our advancement. He 
also stated that an immense amount was to be seen 
there, and advised all who could to go to Phila- 
delphia and study a few days at the great Exposi- 


tion. 

Prof. Colbert next explained the relations be- 
tween the differentials of the interior and exterior 
areas of the conic sections, illustrating them by 
blackboard diagrams. 

Prof. Colbert also advocated freer discussions. 
All the talking had been done by but few. He 
thought that this had lessened the attendance. The 
members, perhaps, were too modest to volunteer 
essays, etc. He wanted members called 
out, as they had many among them who 
were competent to read or prepare some- 
thing for the entertainment and instruction to the 
Academy. He thought that members ought to be 
called out, and thatacommittee for this purpose 
should be chosen, and in that way a dozen new 
speakers could be obtained during the ensuing 
year.

BROWN VERSUS HURD. 
THAT EVANSTON CHURCH SCANDAL AGAIN RES- 
URRBCTED. 

The Quarterly Conference of the First Methodist 
Church of Evanston was convened in the auditori- 
um of the church Monday evening by Presiding 
Elder Jutkins. . 

The examination of a number of candidates— 
students in the Garrett Biblical Institute—for li- 
cense as local preachers, and other routine busi- 
ness, occupied the early part of the evening. Fi- 
nally, the matfer of chief general interest, the ap- 
peal of Mr. Andrew J. Brown from the finding of 
the Committee which tried his case, was presented 
by Prof. H. F. Fisk, representing the pastor, Dr. 
Wentworth, who is absent on a European tour. 

Both Mr. Hurd and Mr. Brown were present. 
The latter was repreeented also by Mr. Brouse, as 
counsel, and Dr. O. H. Tiffany. 

The Rev. O. Huse raised the question as to 
whether an appeal weuld lie when the penalty was 
less than expulsion. 

Dr. Tiffany suggested that the Fifth Restructive 
Rule guaran the right of trial and appeal to 
both ministers and members of the Church. It 
was said that the statnte law restricted the right of 
appeal of members to cases in which they were 
‘*excluded”’ from the Church. But the right of 
appeal was guaranteed by the Fifth Rule so long as 
they were members. If excluded, they were no 
longer members, and could not appeal. Hence 
the en statute giving such a right in cases of 
expulsion. 

r. N. S. Davie thought that there was no ques- 
tion as to the right of every member to appeal, 
whatever the sentence. Bat the report of the 
Committee showed that there was no penalty pend- 
ing. no punishment to execute, nothing to be done. 
The Committee found Mr. Brown Ity of an im- 

ropriety, and visited him with their censure. This 

eft nothing for the Charch to do, and it looked as 
if there was noth toa 1 from. 

L. J. Gage moved that Mr. Hurd be appointed to 
represent the Church as defendant in the appeal. 
Carried. He also moved an adjournment until 
Tuesday evening, to hear the arguments, as it was 
then after 10 o'clock. 

Mr. Hurd stated that he did not desire to make 
any argument on the right of appeal, but only in 
case the appeal was granted. 

The Conference refused to adjourn, and Dr. 
Jutkina, who had seemingly been on the point of 
deciding against the right of appeal in this case, 
suddenly announced that he had decided to enter- 
tain it, eo far as the question of law was concerned, 
and declared the question as to the facts before the 
Conference. 

Mr. Hoag moved that non-resident students 
members of the Conference (of whom there are 

rhape fifty) be requested not to participate in 
he consideration of this case. This met with con- 
siderable opposition, and was withdrawn. 

Finally, after considerabie desultory discussion, 
a second motion to adjourn until last evening was 
made and prevailed. 

It is useless to predict what the Conference will 
do with this vexatious case. Itis equally difficult 
to see hew that ycan consistently reverse the 
very mild verdict of the Committee, inasmuch as 
Mr. Brown offered no justification to some of the 
charges, and the Committee had no alternative but 
to find against him on those counts, even if its 
finding on the others was erroneous. But Mr. 
Brown evidently has warm friends among the mem 
bers of the Conference, whose minds are already 
made up in his favor, and, on this account, many 
are predicting a reversal of the judgment of the 
Committee.

THE WAR ON PASSENGER RATES. 
The war between the Eastern trunk lines is just 


rates is rapidly followed by another. 
move is made by the various contestants, each try- 
ing to checkmate its adversaries, but thus far none 
of the giants show any sign of weakness, and 
there is no telling when and how the contest will 
end. The Erie Railroad decided a short time ago 
that it will hereafter keep the passenger rate from 
New York to Chicago $1 below that of the other 
trunk lines. In pursuance ofthis determination, 
this road announced yesterday that, as the trunk 
lines had reduced the rate from New York to Chi- 
cago to $14, it would hereafter charge but $13. As 
Vanderbilt is determined not to allow this 
vantage to the Erie, a still further reduction 
in West-bound passenger rates may be looked for 
atany moment. The Grand Trunk Railroad has 
d ed to keep the rate from Chicago to Boston, 
and vice versa, $2 below those made by the trunk 
lines, and yesterday, when the rate from that 
point to Chicago was made $15 by 822 lines, 
it immediately reduced its rate to Now, Van- 
derbilt is also determined to keep the rate to New 
York at the same figure as that charged the 
G Trunk to Boston. When Mr. F. E. Morse, 
the Western General- Passenger tof the Lake 
Shore & Michigan Southern ilroad, became 
aware of the fact yesterday afternoon that the 
Grand Trunk had made the rate from Chicago to 
Boston $13, he telegraphed to Vanderbilt for in- 
structions, and in the evening the anewer came back 
to reduce at once rate from to New 
York to $13, and to Boston $14. Of 
the other leading lines to these points are com- 
pelled to foliow suit, and co uentl 
roads will this morning sell tickets at 
named reduced rates. e Fort Wayne and Penn- 
sylvania and Baltimore & Ohio will sell 
ckets to Boston via New York at 
York the same as the other roads; to 
at $11.
